DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose or make obvious attaching a plurality of solder 
balls on a reinforcing pad with each ball separately attaching a device to a board and 
the periphery of the pad adjacent to each respective one of said plural solder balls is at 
least semicircular including all the limitation of the independent claim; applicant has 
established that the shape of the pad is not merely design but critical in obtaining 
reduction in the mechanical stress on the reinforcing pad (Applicant Remarks 12/1 
/2003 P. 6 and App. Spec. 8-9)
